In truth this has been a storm king’s car-

Already 

from numerous points come reports of dam- 
age, destruction, and death, and when a cessa- 

tion of the warring elements permits of a 

gestoration of telegraphic communication 

with points at present inaccessible by pros- 

(ration Of wires, the extent to which the seem- 

wild rumors will be borne out by actual 
facts is wholly conjectural. 

Originating. near Southern Georgia or 

Northern Florida this resistless wave of de- 
vestation swept northward, entirely bearing 
down in ite path the flimsy wires, snapping off 
like teeds trees and telegraph poles, toppling 
over chimneys, tearing off roofs, and crushing 
like playhouses of cardboard apparently sub- 
stantial buildings. 
_ ‘Bounding over the Alleghanies this awful 
destroyer fell upon Baltimore, Richmond, 
Washington, and Philadelphia, in turn scat- 
‘tering through highway and byway mementos 
of his tremendous power as if in mocking de- 
rision of man’s power. 

‘In this city early in the day wires south and 
southeast failed, often several at a time, until 
at last all communication outside of a com- 

small territory was cut off. Strug-

2 not, with all their ingenuity, devise 
means of getting over or around the 
trouble, even the routes via Montreal 
and Toronto having been rendered useless. 
The storm seemed to divide itself into two 
arms, branching from a center in North Car- 
einn, one arm bearing down the coast, the 
other sweeping northward and veering north 
of Washington, describing a tremendous cir- 
cle.

CYCLONES THROUG AOUT ORIO. 


Lawrence, Ashtabula, and Akron Badly 
Damaged by Wind. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. -23.—A cyclone from 
the southwest swept over Lawrence yesterday 
about 4o0’clock, All houses in its track were 
lifted bodily from the ground and carried 
away, many pieces of timber falling several 
miles distant. The residence of Tom Dennis, 
in which were his family and himself, was 
destroyed. Mes. ‘Dennis was severely bruised 
about the head aud had one shoulder dislo- 
cated, while one of her children—a little giri— 
had her brains gnocked out by a falling joist 
and died today. A number of negro cabins 
were blown away, leaving the occupants with 
bruised bodies and broken hmbs. The Meth- 
odist church was almost entirely destroyed, as 
was the residence of Mr, Clay. 3 

A special from Mead ville, Pa., says the 
storm struck that town with terrific force about 
noon today. The roof was blown from the 
New York, Pennsylvania and Ohio railroad 
freight-house and the roof partly torn from 
the passenger depot. Shade-trees and chim- 
neys were blown down all over town. Tele- 
phone reports from neighboring towns tell of 
berious damage. No lives were lost. 

At Ashtabula, O., the storm did much dam- 
age. A brick school building collapsed at 2 
o'clock. The children were taken out by the 
teachers when they saw the storm coming, and 
none were hurt. Many roofs were blown off 
and other damage done. 

At Akron the wind blew in the front of 
John Pringle's brick livery stable and played 
havoc with signs and shade trees. The rain 
turned. to snow about noon, and the fall was 
very heavy, seriously interfering with tele- 
graphic communication. 

A blinding snow-storm is now raging at 
Canton and Massillon and railroad trains are 
delayed. 


HURRICANE AT WASHINGTON. 


Immense Amount of Damage and Two 
Dead—Meager Keports. 

Wasurreron, D. C., Nov. 23.—A heavy wind 
and rain storm, amounting almost to a hurri- 
cane, passed over this city about 12:30 o’clock 
today, doing great damage to property. 

The walls of the new Metzerott Music 
Hall, in course of construction, were 
blown down and several persons 
killed and many injured. George White, the 
ladies’ tailor, and one of his sewing women 
were taken out dead from the building ad- 
— Metzerott’s, and two others are badly 

urt. 

One of the reservoirs of the Washmgton 
Gas company was struck by lightning and 
burned. The loss is $50,000. Total losses in 
the yicinity of Washington will aggregate 
more than $100,000, 

A section of the stone balustrade around the 
roof of the White House was blown down dur- 
ing the storm and crushed through the roof of 
the portico at the eastern entrance of the 
basement. A large number of telegraph and 
telephone wires were naturally car- 
ried down with the mass of stone, 
completely shuttmg off all communica- 
tion with the house by wire. The section de- 
stroyed was about thirty feet long, composed 
of freestone, in blocks and pillars, and, in fall- 
ing, it carried with 4 portion of the 
portico. 2 


Sinking of the Samuel Mather. 

Duturs, Mina., Nov, 23.—[Special.]|—The 
steamer Brasil, which sunk the Samuel 
Mather off White Fish Point Saturday after- 
noon, arrived here early this morning. It is 
dented in some distance above the water-line 
on its starboard bow. It was leaking badly 
but the pumps easily kept it free. John Tay- 
lor, the mate who was running the steamer 
when the accident happened, says: The 
weather was drizzly at the time, but it was 
clear enough to see the Mather’s light for half 
an hour before we struck her. We could 
not see her green light until she got 
quite close to us and began to cross 
our bows from starboard to port. She had no 
business crossing our bows, for if she had 
continued steering a straight course she would 
have come nowhere near us. She did not give 
any signal. 1 gave one whistle some time be- 
fore we struck her, warning her to drop off. 
We struck her somewhere near the engine- 
room and the shock was something awful. I 
don’t want to go through such an experience 
again. The Mather did not godown for twen- 
ty-five minutes after the collision, and a little 
later we picked up her crew and started back 
for the Sault, transferring the Mather’s men 
to the Parks Foster when we reached Point 
Iroquois.”” The wheat of the Mather was 
shipped by A. D. Thomson & Co. of this city. 


Damage Done in West Virginia. 

Wuertine, W. Va., Nov. 23.—A terrific 
blizzard passed over this city today, and the 
rain, snow, and wind played havoc in Wheel- 
mg. Little damage was done, though tele- 
graph wires were sumewhat interfered with. 
From points outside the city, however, come 
reports of considerable damage. At Mounds- 
ville, twelve miles to the east, the most dam- 
aging storm for many years prevailed. The 
carriage works were completely wrecked, the 
building being leveled tothe earth. It was 
lifted bodily off the foundation and several 
men were on the second floor, and all were 
seriously but not fatally injured. The west 
gable end of the glass works was blown in and 
considerable damage done. 


Boys Killed in a Manitoba Blizzard. 

Wix NI, Man., Nov. 23.—/[Special.]—A 
16-year-old son of L. B. Cochrane and a 10. 
year-old son of E. Walton. merchants of Med- 
icine Hat, whose ranches are just outside of 
town, were caughtin Friday night’s blizzard 
while looking for some cattle. Searching 
parties organised the following morning found 
no trace of them until last night. The 
Cochrane boy was found sixteen miles from 
home frozen to death beside a hay stack, his 
horse eating hay over his dead body. The po- 
lice arescouring the country for the other boy. 
Something over a foot of snow has fallen with- 
in the last week and the thermometer has been 
as low as 17° below zero. Heavy snow is block- 
ading the railways and accentuating the grain 
blockade. 


Baltimore Badly Knocked Out. 

Bartmrore, Md., Nov. 23.—Shortly after 1 
o’clock this afternoon a wind and rain storm 
of unusual intensity struck this city from the 
southwest, blowing down signs and flag-poles 
and doing other damage. At 1:30 o’clock the 
roof of the oyster packing-house of C. 8. 
Maltby, at the foot of West Falls avenue, was 
blown off by the wind. A number of persons 
working in the top story were injured, but 
none seriously. 


Cleveland Has a Touch of It. 

Cuzveranp, O., Nov. 23.—The storm here 
today was the worst in a long time. Rain has 
falten continually since yesterday forenoon. 
About noon today it became so dark that 
lamps and gas were lighted all over the city. 
The darkness lasted half an hour, when the 
wind shifted to the west and the rain came 
down in torrents. The wind was blowing a 
gale at sundown, but it has subsided some- 
what since and it is growing colder. A rail 
road man who came in over the Erie road this 
evening said there was two feet of snow twenty 
miles south of the city.

PEACEFULLY INDIANA’S CHIEF EX- 
ECUTIVE PASSES AWAY. 


The Name of His Grandchild Mary Gis 
Latert Breath—Pathetic Scenes from His 
Last Illness—Clear Memory on Subjects 
of War-Time Interest—His Biography— 

. Lieut.-Gov. Chase to Be Sworn Into Of- 
fice Today—His Record—The Keception 
of the News at Mount Vernon. | 


Inpranaporss, Ind., Nov. 23.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Hovey’s illness terminated fatally at 
twenty minutes past 1 o’clock this afternoon. 
The attending physicians reported yesterday 
that there had been a favorable change in his 
condition and they believed he would continue 
to improve, As this hopeful information was 
the latest the public had from the bedside of 
the Governor, the announcement of his death 
came as a shock to the people of the city. 

He began growing weaker and this mora- 
ing he himself realized that his condition was 
extremely critical, but appeared to be hope- 

ful. His mind was clear, 

and he talked occasion- 

ally in a reminiscent 

way. His messenger, 

Otto Pfafflin, an old 

veteran who attended 

him all through the 

War as a butler, was 

constantly at hia bed- 

side, tenderly and de- 

votedly caring for him. 

During his waking 

hours the Governor per- 

sisted in talking with 

Pfafflin about war 

times, recalling with 

Gov. A. P. HOVEY. remarkable accuracy 

the scenes of blood, and carnage, and triumph 
through which they passed side by side. 

Otto,“ the Governor said, holding out his 
hand to the old bugler, several persons have 
asked me since I got home why I didn’t go 
over the old battlefield of Champion’s Hill 
when at Vicksburg. Otto, there was no pleas- 
ure to me in revisiting the scene where I lost 
so many gallant boys of my command. That 
was a fierce battle, lasting only about two 
hours, but with the superior position of Pem- 
berton and the failure of McClernand to obey 
Grant’s order and come to my assistance, 
bringing with him information from Grant as 
to Pemberton’s intentions, we were outclassed. 
O, if McClernand only had obeyed Grant!» . 

The Governor showed much emotion ind 
Otto stroked his forehead, assuring him that 
McCiernand was clearly to blame for the re- 
sult, and the old warrior sank into peaceful 
sleep again. 

The End Drawing Near. 

As the day wore on his breathing became 
more and more difficult. At noon Dr. Hayes 
said that the immediate cause of the patient’s 
dangerous condition was the damp atmos- 
phere, which impeded his respiration. He 
said that clear weather would do for the suf. 
ferer What medicine could not and anxiously 
telephoned to signal service headquarters for 
information regarding the indications. The 
answer came that it would continue cloudy 
and rainy all day, with a probable change to 
snow, and that not before tomorrow could 
clear weather be expected. The doctor’s 
countenance changed to an expression of de- 
spair as he turned from the telephone, 
The words were like a death-knell to the 
sufferer up-stairs. The Governor rapidly grew. 
weaker, every breath was drawn with an f= 
fort. Shortly after1 o’clock Mrs. Menzies; 
the Governor’s daughfer, and other friends 
and attendants went out for « moment, leav- 
ing Maj. Mevzies and Dr. Hayes 


man thought he saw his granddsughter, Miss 
Mary Menzies. She was always a favorite 
with him and at sight of her, as he thought, 
his face brightened and he called out, 
Mary.“ At that moment his heart stopped 
beating and the pallor of death overspread his 
features. He was laid gently back among the 
pillows and his family and friends were called 
in. As they gathered about the bed he drew 
one convulsive breath and was dead. 
Where the Iliness Was ( ontracted. 

The illness which resulted m Gov. Hovey’s 
death was contracted in Mexico, where he 
went the first of the present month with a 
party of sixteen friends by special car, in- 
tending to remain till today, when he would 
start on the return journey, stopping at sever- 
al points where arrangements had been made 
to entertain him asa guest of honor. On the 
way through the Western States and the Re- 
public of Mexico the Governor's health was 
good and he enjoyed the travel. The night 
before the City of Mexico was reached the 
party gathered in the parlor of the car and the 
Governor made a little speech. It was full of 
the kindest and soundest advice to the young 
men of the party, as gentle as though coming 
from the lips of a woman. After the talk the 
Governor recited a poem which was a tale of 
love and sacrifice, whose scene was laid in the 
mountains of Peru. The story was a pathetic 
one and beautifully told, and when it was end- 
ed several persons asked who was its author. 
The Governor blushed like a girl, and finally 
admitted that he was the author himself, 

First of Bis Fatal Attack. 


In the City of Mexico the rarefied air affect- 
ed Gov. Hovey’s breathing and the action of 
his heart to such an extent that he could not 
endure the slightest exertion. For that reason 
the stay in the City of Mexico was cut short 
and the homeward trip begun. When lower 
altitudes were reached he felt better again, 
and for several days and nights seemed about 
well, joining with the members of his party in 
conversation and discussion of points of in- 
terest along the way. Sunday a week ago 
was spent at Dallas, Tex., where the Governor 
attended divine worship at the Methodist 
church in the morning. In the afternoon he 
was taken violently ill and suffered from par- 
tial heart failure, together with congestion of 
the lumgs and a severe cough, which racked 
him terribly. From that time till home was 
reached he did not leave his bed, and when he 
arrived here last Thursday his illness had de- 
veloped into pneumonia with a complicatiun 
of heart disorder. 


His Political Prominence, 

The Governor’s death removes an impor- 
tant politival figure from the field, for it was not 
improbable that, had he lived, circumstances 
might have led to his nomination for the 
Vice-Presidency or the United States Senator- 
ship by the Republican party, for which he 
was indorsed by the Republicans of the last 
Legislature. He was popular among the peo- 
ple, and it has long been known that his nomi- 
nation for office in Indiana was certain to be 
followed by election. 

The arrangements for the funeral were com- 
pleted tonight. The body will lie in state in 
the capitol tomorrow until 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon, when it will be removed to the 
Legislative Hall, where the Grand Army of 
the Republic will conduct the ritual ceremo. 
nies. The body will then be taken by special 
train to Mount Vernon; Ind., the Governor’s 
old home, for burial Wednesday.

FIVE HIGH BUILDINGS 


PERMITS FOR THEIR ERECTION 


TAKEN OUT JUST IN TIME, 


No More to Be Issued Until the Council Re- 
ceives a Report from the Committee on 
Buildings—The Subject Taken Up at the 
Regular Meeting—Where the Structures 
Now Planned Are to Be Located—Each 
to Be Sixteen Stories High—Sales and 
Other Real Estate News. 

At the meeting of the Council last. evening 
Ald. Kent introduced an order directing the 
Commissioner of Public Buildings not to is- 
sue permits for buildings exceeding twelve 
stories until the Building committee of the 
Council had reported on the question of high 
buildings and the Council had taken action 
thereon. 

Ald. Wall wanted to have the order referred. 
Mr. Kent threatened to move a suspension 
of the rules. He said the committee would 
report in two weeks.

It was evidently in anticipation of this ac- 
tion that the business in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Buildings was kept so busy dur- 
ing the day. Word had apparently been 
passed around that it would be a good idea to 


take out high building permits at once, and 


five for sixteen-story structures were secured 
in addition to the usual list of flats, stores, 
and dwellings. The city’s revenue on account 
of the five permits for big buildings alone 
was $1,294. The five permits were taken out 
by the George Fuller company and the esti- 
mated costof all the buildimgs is $8,100,000. 
All are to be of steel construction, faced with 
brick and terra-cotta. 

The permit of greatest amount provides for 
a $900,000 building to be erected by the Mar- 
quette Building company at Nos. 266 to 274 
Dearborn street. It is to contain stores and 
offices. Permits for three $600,000 buildings 
of similar nature follow. One will be built 
by Francis Bartlett at No. 82 Van Buren 
street. A second will be built at Nos. 79 to 88 
Jackson street, extending through to Nos. 18 
and 20 Quincy street. The permit for this 
structure is taken out for David RE. Bradley. 
The third $600,000 permit was taken out for 
the Brooks estate and provides for a building 
at Nos. 194 to 210 Dearborn street. A permit 
for a $400,000 building, to be erected for Byron 
A. Smith at the southwest corner of Michigan 
avenue and Washington street, is the last on 
the list. 

Considered Emergency Permits. 

The permit issued last Saturday to William 
A. Giles for a $400,000 building to be erected 
at the corner of Fifth avenue and Jackson 
street may be classed with the five described 
above. They are to a certain extent emer- 
gency permits. 

Mr. Giles said yesterday that his plans were 
prepared, but that nothing would be done for 
months. 

“IT do not know just what form this agita- 
tion of the high building question will take, 
and so applied for the permit, said he. 

Just what effect any future action taken 
by the Council will have on permits granted

The lease under which the Honoré Block 
is held provides for the construction of a new 
building or the addition of a number of stories 
tothe present building within three years. 
This is the property at Nos. 194 to 210 Dear- 
born street, for which a permit is issued to 
the Brooks estate. The leases on this building 


would prevent any immediate building opera- 


tions in case the lessees were inclined to act 
at once. | 

Negotiations for the lease of the Bradley 
property are under way, and the permit in 
this case is secured either on account of the 
prospective lessees or as an emergency permit 
to be used at some future time by the owners. 

The Monon Block. 

In all probability the next important down- 
town sale will invoive a Dearborn street front- 
age and will amount to $675,000. In fact C. 
C. Heisen admits that the Monon Block is par- 
tially sold for this amount. The Monon Block 
covers a frontage of seventy-five feet, running 
through from Dearborn street to Fourth ave- 
nue, between Van Buren and Harrison streets. 
It is thirteen stories in height and was one of 
the pioneer high buildings of Dearborn street. 
The Como, directly across the street, was Mr. 
Heisen’s first venture in the line of Dearborn 
street buildings. He followed with the Monon, 
and later with the sixteen-story Manhattan 
Block, to which the finishing touches are now 
being given. . 

The land on which the Monon stands was 
purchased by Mr. Heisen in 1889 for about 
$90,000. It was in three holdimgs and ranged 
in price from $1,000 to $1,300 a front foot. It 
is now considered worth not less than $8,500 a 
foot. The building is considered worth $300,- 
000. Itis but partially rented and brings in 
an annual rental of $48,000. The unrented 
portion is estimated to be worth $20,000a 
year. Some idea of the value of the property 
may be gained from the fact that it carries in- 
cumbrances of $300,000. The first mortgage 
of $200,000 is held by the Northwestern Life 
Insurance company. 

The names of the purchasers of the Monon 
are withheld, but it is known that they are 
New York parties. Within the last three 
weeks offers have been made by an Omaha 
man and by two Chicago parties. 

The sale will doubtless be followed by the 
publication of plans for the improvement of at 
least one of Mr. Heisen’s Dearborn street 


frontages. Negotiations are on foot for a 


combination of the properties owned by L. G. 
Fischer and C. C. Heisen on Dearborn street 
just north of Van Buren street. The corner 
with a frontage of ninety-nine feet is owned 
by Mr. Fischer as a leasebold, For this 
leasehold Mr. Heisen has offered $200,000, or 
about $2,000 a front foot. Mr. Fischer m 
turn has made an offer to Mr. Heisen for 
fifty feet adjoining the corner. According to

Levi Doty of Frankfort Station, Will Coun- 
ty, III., where ne has a Humane Home for 
Horses,” in speaking yesterday of the death 
of the horse Rosebery, the famous jumper,

“Rosebery was a magnificently nervy 
horse, and after it was apparent that he had 
done his best the association permitted him to 
be whipped in an endeavor to make him jump 
still higher, until the noble and willing creat- 
ure paralyzed himself and broke his back in 
the effort, The rider was thrown and also 
very severely injured. The horse repeatedly 
refused the jump, and in spite of whipping he 
failed to break the world’s record, which was 
the point they were after. If I had had the 
authority I would have stopped the inhuman- 
ity and arrested those causing it. 

Rosebe died Sunday night at 8 o’clock. 
He injured himself Saturday night in efforts 
to clear a bar seven feet five and one-half 
inches high, having previously jumped a bar 
seven feet four inches. His owner, Mr. Pep- 
per, it is. said, recently refused $10,000 for 
him. Rosebery was at onetime driven to a 
milk wagon in London, Ont., and was bought 
for $60. He was 6 years old then. He began 
his jum ping career two years ago. 


ROBBED AFTER AN ACCIDENT. 


Michael Magee, Crushed by a Runaway 
Horse, Has His Pocket Picked. 

Knocked down and trampled upon by a run- 
away horse and crushed into unconsciousness 
between two grip-cars was only part of a mis- 
fortune which befell a cattle-dealer named 
Michael Magee at State and Madison streets 
Saturday evening. While ostensibly domg a 
Samaritan-like deed in carrying him to a phy- 
sician some one of four strangers robbed him 
of his gold watch. Mr. Magee now lies seri- 
ously ill at the Clifton House as the result of 
the accident. 

He was crossing State street when a .run- 
away horse with harness on dashed up the 
street within a few yards of him. At the 
same instant two grip-cars and trains ap- 
proaching from opposite directions were 
also close to him. r. Magee was knocked 
by the horse against one of the cars and then 
the animal trod upon his head in gomg over 
him. When he made an effort to stand up he 
was jammed between the cars, as the accident 
happened at a point in the curve of the track 
where the cars get close to each othér. 

Four strangers volunteered to carry the in- 
jured man to the room of Dr. Formaneck, on 
the first floor of the building on the southwest 
corner of Madison and State streets. While 
he was being thus carried, unconscious, some- 
body stole his gold watch. There was $20 in 
his pocket which was untouched. 

Mr. M is a cattle-buyer for Swift & Co., 
and several friends have been calling at the 
Clifton House for the last two days to inquire 
after his health. He is in the care of a nurse, 
and Dr. Formaneck and his assistant, Dr. 
Sherwood, pay him frequent visits. He is 
suffering from concussion of the brain.

THEM LIVES PLACED IN DANGER. 


Two Brothers Have a Close Call at a Fire— 
Second Blaze in Three Days. 

For the second time within forty-eight hours 
the cigar jobbing establishment of. Leonard 
T. Alton, at No. 281 Jackson street, burned 
last nigi.t. The loss the last time was total 
and two lives were placed in jeopardy.

‘through an open window on Jackson street. 
—— officer saw it pouring out and turned in an 
arm. 

By the time the insurance patrol arrived sev- 
eral people had started into the burning build - 
mg, and two firemen accidentally came across 
the bodies of the Alton brothers in the hall- 
way. fhe men were unconscious and were 
taken to the County Hospital. 

At the hospital it was not thought that 
either of the men would die. Mrs. Leo T. 
Alton saw them shortly after they arrived, and 
her brother-in-law revived once sufficiently to 
say a few words to her; but relapsed into un- 
consciousness again. 

The loss to the building will be $1,200. Fire 
Reporter Gillen said that after Saturday’s fire 
Alton had told him his stock was insured for 
$25,000. How the blaze started could not be 
learned.

A Clerical Error of the Grand Jury of 1890 
Did Him the Good Tarn, 

A clerical errur made by the grand jury of 
1890 allowed Daniel Long, charged with mur- 
der, to walk out of the Criminal Court room 
yesterday morning a free man.

The Search for the Boat Capsized Off Sixty- 
seventh Street.

No trace has yet been found of the yacht 
that was seen to capsize Sunday evening at 
Sixty-seventh street or of the men who were 
seen clinging to it.

MINNEAPOLIS SECURES THE CONVENTION. 

Seven cities entered into competition before 
the Republican National committee at Wash- 
ington to secure the location of the next con- 
vention, fo be held in 1892 for the purpose of 
placing candidates for President and Vice- 
President before the people. These cities were 
New York, Cincinnati, Omaha, Minneapolis, 
San Francisco, Detroit, and Pittsburg. Asa 
matter of fact several of the places men- 
tioned were not actively in the fight. When the 
seventh ballot was announced last evening it 
was found that Minneapolis had secured the 
prize. 

The demoralized condition of the telegraph 
wires all over the East up to midnight pre- 
vented more than the meager details an- 
nouncing the result from reaching the West. 
It was conceded from the start, however, that 
Minneapolis had a strong chance for winning, 
as it had been at work for months “laying 
the pipes,” and went into the contest with 
a large delegation of its best men on 
the ground. The jealousy between the 
“Twin Cities was also put in the back- 
ground for the time, and representative citi- 
zens of St. Paul added their voices to swell 
the claims of their neighbors. The spirit of 
harmony was shown in an apt manner by 
Tun Tripunr’s correspondent in a recent dis- 
patch, which stated: 

Bringing a St. Paul committee along proved a 
stroke of policy. The Minneapolis politicians 
did most of the talking. but they fell back on 
the St. Paul men as a moral argument, show- 
ing that their demand for the convention was 
not merely local. They called St. Paul the 
other twin,” and praised its hotel facilities, its 
enterprise, and its patriotism. ‘“ The other 
twin *’ responded by comparing Minneapolis with 
San Francisco, Omaha, Cincinnati, and New 


York to the detriment of them all. It was a gen- 
uine love-feast 


The Minneapolis delegation also sought to 
impress upon the Republican National com- 
mittee that it did not come to Washington 
as bidders for a convention put up 
at auction, but directed the attention of 
the committee to the fact that the needed 
financial guarantee was there, and that this with 
the other points in favor of the Flour City must 
make its case without further efforts at dick- 
ering. The argument seems to have carried 
the day. 

Chicago’s dignified attitude is certain to 
win the commendation of the country. Rec- 
ognizing fully what had deen done for 
this city in the past its representatives 
went. to Washington instructed to 
enter into no scramble for the honor, but pre- 
pared to pledge the handsome thing, should 
the choice come in this direct on, in event 
that the National committee could not agree 
upon the claims of other contestants. It was 
evident from the beginning that the choice 
would be a Western city. That itis Minne- 
apolis and not Chicago should cause no heart- 
burnings, for Chicago, as stated, could not be 
looked upon as an active competitor at any 
stage of the proceedings.

The decisive wee * the city authorities 
in putting a stop to the attempt of the An- 
archists to call the workmgmen to arms 
and to get peaceful citizens to embark in 
the perilous business of bomb-throwing has 
had one gratifymg though unexpected result. 
It has impelled the Socialists of Chicago to 
cut loose formally and emphatically from an- 
archy and Anarchists, and to repudiate the ab- 
horrent doctrines of men who are seeking to 
destroy all government and all law and to do 
it by force and violence. The Socialists of 
this city have perceived at last that they have 
been discredited and made odious by their as- 
sociation with the “‘ unclean beasts,” and they 
have put them away from them. 

It is not likely that this disavowal of dyna- 
mite bombs will gain many recruits for 
socialism. Its impracticable theories will 
still continue to strike the vast mass of man- 
kind as unphilosophical and as contrary to ex- 
perience and to human nature. Ii may seem 
inexpedient in the present state of things to 
grant even the most moderate demands of 
what is called State Socialism. But when the 
followers of any creed, no matter how absurd 
it may be, announce that “lawful agitation 
and political action” are the only means they 
intend using in the effort to secure what they 
consider social and economic reforms they 
have disarmed all bitter hostility, for they 
have accepted the fundamental principle of 
American government—the right of the ma- 
jority to.govern becaus¢ it casts the most 
votes. The Anarchists think tne minority 
should govern because it can cast the most 
bom bs. 

As long as socialism depends for success 
on getting the most votes, it stands on the 
same footing with the single-tax theory, or 
prohibitionism, or the Farmers’ Alliance 
party. It is a heresy, but it can be fought in 
the American fashion, with facts and argu- 
ments. The Socialists want the State to take 
all the “means of production”—the farms, 
the manufactories, the railroads, and the ma- 
chinery of all kinds—and run them for the 
“ benefit of the people generally. As they re- 
pudiate all intention of using force in doing 


this, there is no reason why they should not 


preach and teach to their heart’s content. 
Until human nature has been radically 
changed they cannot get a majority of the 
voters of the United States on their side. 

This disavowal of anarchy by the Socialists 
is not confined to Chicago. Since Mr, Weiss- 
mann’s “fervid oratory” was heard here 
nearly .all the Socialist newspapers in the 
country have felt called on to repudiate his 
revolutionary talk and to deciare that they 
did not sympathize with his sentiments. They 
had to do it in self-defense. Socialism has an 
uphill road of it at the best in this free, self- 
governed country. It meets with but. scant 
welcome from native-born Americans. In the 
South, where the foreign element is small, it 
cannot make a convert. Hence it is that the

THE FIRST STEP OF THE DRAINAGE 
CHANNEL OBSTRUCTIVES. 

At the first meeting of the Drainage Board 
held after the new members had taken their 
seats a resolution prepared by Mr. Whale- 
back Cooley was presented and passed. It 
calls on the Chief Engineer to furaish within 


sixteen days a comprehensive report giv- 


ing all the data and estimates regarding the 
several routes four in number—which have 
been considered in the past and rejected for 
the main channel between Chicago and Joliet. 

This request for sucha report within so 
short a time is evidence that Mr. Cooley does 
not measure other men by the standard of his 
own slowness and incapacity. Had he been 
called on while Chief Engineer for as detailed 
a report about all the proposed routes he would 
have hired a hundred men to work on it; he 
would have promised to have it in readiness 
in six mionths, and at theend of that time 
would have asked for a year more grace. Mr. 
Cooley must have a high opinion of Mr. 
Artingstall’s ability to do in 16 days what he 
would complete in 18 months. 

Under certain circumstances such a resolu- 
tion as the one mentioned above would have 
been unobjectionable. If the board had not 
settled on a route before the time when the 
three new members took their seats it would 
be quite proper that they should be furnished 
with all the information collected on the sub- 
ject of various routes, so as to enable them to 
vote intelligently. But a route has been se- 
lected. A great amount of preliminary work 
has been done in connection with it. Hence 
all the data which the new members need are 
those relating to the route already’ selected. 
Then they would have an idea of the situation 
as it is. 

This request for information about the re- 
jected routes is equivalent to a notice that 
there are members of the board who intend 
to press for the undoing of all that has been 
done and for the adoption of some 
other plan, with “ship canal” as its main 
object and drainage as its mcident. One 
of the newly-elected Republican members 
voted for that resolution to delay work and 
put himself in opposition to the majority of 
his party colleagues and the majority of the 
members elected two years ago on the Citi- 
zens’ ticket. It remains to be seen whether 
he will break loose completely from those 
who should be his natural assomates and cast 
in his lot with those obstructionists and pro- 
crastinators who are chasing that will-o’-the- 
wisp of a ship canal or bust.” 

That is what Cooley has been after all along 
and isafter now. During the recent cam- 
paign he hypocritically changed his note in 
order to get elected. He had much to say 
about the necessity of drainage and sanitation 
and pure water. He descanted on the bad 
quality of the water supply, asserted that the 
rate of morality was excessively high in Chi- 
cago, and alleged that it was due to the filthy 
water. Judging him by the speeches he made 
in October one would have concluded that the 
first thing he would do if elected would be to 
hasten the completion of the drainage chan- 
nel so that 300,000 cubic feet of water per 
minute might be sent down the Illinois, and 


the purity of the drinking water of the people. 


be assured. But after election he has nothing 
tosay in favorof drainage or hurry, and his 
first official act is one in the direction of de- 
lay and ship canal or bust. That has come 
to the front again and pure water is sent 
to the rear by him and his clique on the board. 
But that is not surprising. A non-resident is 
not expected to take much personal interest 
in the quality of the drinking water of Chica- 
goans or when they can have it pure. 

After the report which has been called for is 
received a motion will be made by one of 
Cooley’s tools on the board to refer the sub- 
ject to a committee for investigation and re- 
port as to whether the best route has been se- 
lected. Ifsuch amotion is carried by Mr. 
Eckhart’s vote he will assume a greater re- 
sponsibility than he ever did in his life. He 
will delay—tor how many years no one can 
tell—the prevention of the pollution of the 

water supply. He will commit the Drainage 
District to the costly schemes of impractic- 
able, visionary theorists, and make those who 
elected him regret dveply that they ever gave 
him their ballots. 


CARTER HARRISON LIKES SPRINGER’S 
TARIFF PROGRAM. 

The Chicago Times under its new manage- 
ment has not been what would be called a 
‘zealous’ supporter of Mr. Springer for the 
Speakership, but it has shown clearly that it 
prefers him to the other candidates. One rea- 
son for this is his position on the tariff ques- 
tion, which naturally must be more pleasing 
to an old Henry Clay protection Whig than that 
of Mr. Mills, whose ultra free-trade notions 
must be very distressing to Mr. Harrison unless 
he has had achange of heart since he made 
his famous Iroquois club speech which so har- 
rowed up the souls of the members of that 
free-trade organization. 

Mr. Springer has assured the currespondent 
of the Times that his tariff reform policy is 
limited to the introduction of a few little sepa- 
rate bills to remove the duties on raw wool, 
on cotton ties, binding-twine, and lumber. 
Duties are collected on a thousand articles 
and Mr. Springer proposes to put four of them, 
or one in every 250, on the free list. This is 
so mild a tariff reform program that any 
protection Democrat can accept it. Mr. Car- 
ter H. Harrison does. He says: 


Mr. Springer’s plan of attacking abuses of tariff 
taxation in detail is direct, practical, and prom- 
issory of results. 


It is so direct and practical that if adhered 
to steadily the last protective duty will disap- 
pear from the statute books two and a half 
centuries hence. By that time Our Carter” 
will be dead to the things of time and send 
and will be singing psalms on the other side 
of Jordan instead of making Iroquois club 
speeches for protection, receiving more ap- 
plause for the former, perhaps, than for the 
latter.

A: HERETICS DEFENSE. 

Dr. Briggs in his sermon upon The Bible 
and the Church,“ delivered in New York last 
Sunday, made a public definition of his posi- 
tion in the presence of an immense audience. 
Naturally a dispatch which gives only a sum- 
mary of a closely connected argumentative 


discourse must be of an unsatisfactory char- | 


acter, as it leaves out many important links 
and sometimes the core of the argument, but 
a few points may be gathered from it that 
indicate with considerable clearness where the 
great heretic stands. It is certain, at least, 
that he tramples upon the Calvinistic creed 
and its dogmas. 

The divine authority of the church is con- 
ceded, having its source in God, but dogmas 
are of human ‘invention and introduction, As 
to inspiration he is no less clear: 

I do not doubt that some ideas in the last cent- 
uries and in this century have been inspirational. 
I do not deny this, but I do emphatically deny 
that God is a God of creeds, a God of dogmas, or 
a God of beliefs. He is a God of unity, a God for 


all, a Goad who looks only for purity of soul, no- 
bility of heart, and moral and spiritual lives. 


Dr. Briggs goes back of Calvin, back even 
of Christ: “The church is of God. The 
church was before Christ, The church, being 
of God, is not changeable. The church is 
today as in the time of Abraham.“ Taking 
this in connection with his declaration that 
God is not a God of creeds, dogmas, or be- 
liefs, one thing becomes clear. Whatever else 
his position may be, it is not the position of 
Calvinism. In another utterance he substan- 
tially makes the same point: 

If the olden churchgoers exacted rules and reg- 
ulations to suit the customs and the times of their 
living, that.could not be the written history of 
God's church, but the people's church. God's 
church remains the same. Human beliefs are not 
eternal, but vacillating. If we introduce doo- 
trines and theories and dogmas declaring them of 
divine authority and of God's church, then we 
rob the church and take away from it its crowned 
head, Christ, for Christ was liberal and without 
creed. 

When we preach doctrinal theology men turn 
away from us. They turn from these doctrinal 
fluctuations and take refuge in the eternal relig- 
ion of Christ, which knows no doctrine. Let us 
stop the leaks of Protestantism and have one 
church and one godhead. Divine evidence gives 
men a surety that cannot be broken, changed, or 
evaded, and divine evidence is not of human 
creed. Divinity betrays itself to all alike. 

Though the complete sermon will be neces- 
sary to ascertain Dr. Briggs’ belief as to the 
Bible and inspiration, no doubt remains as to 
his views of dogmas and the real sources of 
the divine authority of the church. These 
views are in sympathy with reason, with the 
higher criticism, and with the progress of 
human knowledge. They will make a pro- 
found impression without doubt. They will 
spur on his prosecutors to greater zeal, and 
increase the odium theologicum with which he 
is regarded; but, as light and reflection do 
tneir perfect work, d cannot be doubted that 
he will earry the: majority of the Presby- 
terians with him.

FAIR PLAY WANTED. 

Should Gov. Fifer accept Mr. Hutchings’ 
resignation as a member of the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly and should Mr. Hutchings 
thereupon qualify as an Election Commis- 
sioner and take his seat as a member of the 
Election Board it will be his duty as the 
representative of the Republicans on the 
board to insist that his party shall have 
proper representation in the clerical force. 
There are now twenty-one clerks in the Elec- 
tion Commissioners” office, Seventeen are 
Democrats, three are women whose politics 
no one inquires about, and there .is but one 
Republican. The intention of the law is that 
the election officers shall be fairly distributed 
between the principal parties. The Repub- 
licans are surely entitled to a third of the 
number of. the clerks, This should be the 
minimum of Mr. Hutchings’ demands, which 
should be made the first day he takes his seat 
on the Election Board. Mr. Schweisthal, the 
new Democratic Commissiouer, who is said 
to be a fair-minded man, will no doubt agree 
to the justice and fairness oi conceding what 
Mr. Hutchings will ask for in this respect. 
The County Judge is also on record as con- 
ceding the justice of such a elaim. But then 
the County Judge has an active capacity for 
shifting his position, and Mr. Hutchings had 
better not rely on him for assistance. There 
has been some doubt about the new Commis- 
sioner’s Republicanism, By insisting on a 
fair representation among the election officers 
for his party he may clear up all doubts as to 
his political standing. His course will be 
watched with some eagerness. Will he prove 
equal to the occasion? 


INVESTIGATE THE ANARCHIST PAINTERS 

Several councils and unions of the Trade and 
Labor Assembly at their meeting Sunday took 
up the question of the recent police raid upon 
the Painters’ Union at Greif’s Hall in searchof 
Anarchists and in their consideration of the 
subject not only severely denounced the po- 
lice but appointed committees to wait upon 
the Council and secure the punishment of all 
concerned in their raid for Anarchists. To 
state the matter mildly, the labor people or 
that small part of them represented in this 
meeting are pushing this matter to a ridiculous 
extreme. They could hardly go further were 
they Anarchists themselves. 

There is no objection to their bringing this 
business to the attention of the Council. That 
body, indeed, has an important duty before it. 
It is imperative that it shall make a thorough 
and impartial investigation of the alleged 
fact that these same painters turned out on 
a street march as Anarchists; that they 
marched under the Anarchists’ red flag to the 
Twelfth Street Turner Hall; that they went 
to an Anarchists’ meeting and applauded, the 
violent, incendiary, and infamous utterances 
of Anarchist agitators, ana that they met sub- 
sequentiy at Greif’s Hall. 

They went to the Turner Hall meeting with 
Anarchists and as Anarchists in pursuance of 
a call from the Anarchists’ organ, the Arbeiter- 
Zeitung, which read: All men interested in

LIGHT WHEAT RECEIPTS AT DULUTH, 


Recent Storms Cause a Slight Decrease Dur- 
ing the Week. 

Dutvra, Minn., Nov. 23.—[Special. ]— While 
the movement of wheat for the last week, both 
in receipts and shipments, was good, it was 
not so large as for the previous week. The 
falling off was on account of storms in the in- 
terior and on the lakes. Duluth and Minne- 
apolis together received 4,386,750 bushels, 
against 4,800,781 for the previous week, and 
3,028,175 for the corresponding week in 1890. 
Of these receipts Duluth got 2,489,490 bushels, 
or 540,000 bushels less than during the 
previous week and 1,312,000 bushels more than 
last year. Minneapolis increased her receipts 
for the week 117, bushels, and they were 
141,000 bushels more than last year. Ship- 
ments from the two points for the week were 


2,169,648 bushels. This was a falling off from 
the previous week of 627,000 bushels, but was 
1,251,000 bushels more than the corresponding 
shipments last week.

Several Witnesses Examined, 


Several witnesses were examined yesterday,

The 
next witness was G. F. Betz of No. 69 Galt 
place. He testitied that he was in the middle 
of a much-crowded Clybburn avenue car when 
it started to back down the incline from the 
north end of the La Salle street tunnel and 
crushed into some car in the rear. He did not 
know any one was hurt by his own knowl 8 
but heard there had been. He saw the p- 
man of his train apply the brakes and attempt 
to stop without success. 

Officer Walter Glennon of the Central Detail 
testified to having seen the body of the injured 
boy being carried along Kinzie street. Officer 
James E. Dougherty of the Centra! Detail, 


‘whose post of duty is at the south end of the 


tunnel, testified that the blockades, there for 
the last two years had averaged at least five a 
week; that it was a constant thing for the 
cars to be overcrowded, and that there had 
been many accidents in consequence thereof. 

Barnett Frossen of No. 1 Wellington 
street testified to being on the front end of a 
Lincoln avenue car drawn by grip-car No. 
409, and that he was leaning against the safety- 
gate when the grip-car of his train was struck 
by the train in front of it. There were fifteen 
or sixteen people on the front end of the car 
he was on, and he did not see any one fall off, 
but heard some one cry out that a man had 
been thrown under the wheels. The train was 
struck with terrific force, and, although the 
witness braced himself, he. was nearly thrown 
off the car. 

Arthur Abramson of No. 292 ick 
street said: I was on the front part of a 
Lincoln aveaue car when our train stopped 
about half way up the north incline. I saw 
them pulling the train ahead of us out of the 
tunnel with horses, and presently they came 
for our grip-car with horses. One of Mr, 
Yerkes’ men came to the front end of the car 
I was on and pulled out the poupling pin, sep- 
arating the grip-car from us. He at the same 
time told us to put on the brake. This we did. 
Two men helped me and we put it on as tight 
as we could. I then jumped off and saw the 
car run into a Clybourn avenue grip-car. I 
did not see the injured man, but I understood 


a man was injured.” 
The Conductor Was Collecting Fares. 


„Where was the conductor?“ asked the 
Deputy Coroner. 

**T think he was in the center of the car col- 
lecting fares, but he may have been out on the 
ground. I know he was nowhere in the vicin- 
ity of the brakes.”’ 

n relation to the crowded condition of the 
cars the witness said he was a daily passenger, 
and cars were always overcrowded along 
about 6 o’clock in the evening, and that the 
conductors invariably collected fares in the 
tunnel and paid no attention to the brakes; 
that only once in two years he had been 
warned by an employé of the company that 
the cars were overcrowded, and that was when 
a gripman warned him not to get on the grip- 
Cc 


ar. 

Dr. J. W. Oswald, one of the attending phy- 
sicians at the Alexian Brothers’ Hospital, testi- 
fied that Snell came to his death from the 
shock and injuries caused by the accident. 
George L. Reed of No. 664 Sheffield avenue 
testified to the blockade and the crowded con- 
ditior of the cars, but could throw no light on 
the accident. Otto Spankuch testified to see- 
ing a young man who Was injured carried 
while in the tunnel, but he did not know where 
he came from. He was a passenger on the 
Lincoln avenue grip-car when it was struck 
and is positive that the grip-car ran over the 
man, as he saw the trainmen take the head- 
light off the car on which he was standing and 
throw the light under the car and heard some 
one say that there were two men under the 
car. 

Another Break Down. 


Passengers on the North Chicago street 
cable road were delayed for half an hour last 
evening. At 8 o’clock Lincoln avenue gri 
No. 428 rounded the curve at Randolph —— 
La Salle streets. The car had just entered 
the tunnel when the “shank” of the grip 
broke. The wrecking crew was called and 
after a wait of thirty minutes the grip 
was freed of its entangling alliances and 
pushed out of the tunnel and into the switch 
at Illinois and Wells streets. Here it was at- 
tached to a Wells street grip and taken to the 
barn for repairs. Trains were stalled from 
the tunnel to Dearborn and Monroe streets.

SAILED FROM CHICAGO TO NEW YORK, 


The Schooner White Cloud Makes the Trip 
in Sixty-eiz Days. — 

The schooner White Cloud, the first sailing 
vessel to reach New York from Chicago, ar- 
rived at that port Sunday night. Its arrival 
is considered quite an event in marine circles. 
The White Cloud sailed from this port Sept. 
17 with a cargo of lumber. It is an American 
craft and was on the voyage just sixty-cix 
days. The points touched at.en route were 
Montreal, Canada, and Portland, Me. The
